Former Rank Cashier Is Sen 
tenced For 15-Year-Old Em­ 
bezzlement; Prominent 
in Detroit. 


Trenton, N. J., April 15.—Cli.Toitl 
S. Heller, former assistant cashier of 
the Mount Holly National Bank, was 
sentenced by Judge Boding in the 
United States district court here Mon­ 
day to a year and n day in the 
federal penitentiary at Atlanta, on 
his plea of guilty to embeziling $18,- 
510.50 from the Mount Holly bank. 
Judge Bodine, in pronouncing sen­ 
tence, ordered the court clerk to note 
on tho commitment papers the fact 
that Heller has spent 
over 
three 
months in the; Mercer 
county 
jail 
awaiting sentence. 
~ 
Heller was attested in Detroit foul 
months ago after having been a fugi­ 
tive for fifteen years, 
thirteen 
of 
which had been spent,in that city. 
The search for him had extended to 
Europe and through Canada. 
Twice Heller interposed statements 
on his own behalf during a plea for 
clemency m adefy- former Prosecutor 
Martin P . Devlfn, his counsel. 
Mr. 
Devlin declared in his plea that Hell­ 
er committed the bank theft bo make 
a getaway from Mount Holly because 
he had been falsely accused by a di­ 
rector of the hank 
with 
stealing 
funds of a building and loan associa­ 
tion. 
Heller interrupted his counsel 
and said to Judge Bottine! 
“I went to the Mount 
Holly Bank 
an unsophisticated young man, and 
had to do many things I didn’t want 
to do.” 
Judge Bod Inc asked Heller* whether 
he wished to make known the name of 
the bank director who was indirect­ 
ly the cause of his becoming a thief. 
“I don’t want to say,” said Heller. 
“I would rather 
noj, 
cause 
any 
trouble.” 
Throughout the proceedings 
stood erect and displayed no signs of 
nervousness, except that he toyed with 
his spectacles.
